KUIBYSHEV, April 12—A Red Army 
commissar told me this story of a girl mem- 


-ber of the Young Communist League, a 


teacher before the war and now a guerrilla 
“I met her during the summer when the 
Red Army was retreating under the pres- 
sure of the fascist armored hordes and the 
Germans were landing parachute troops be- 
hind the lines. The local population was 
assisting the Red Army in hunting down 
parachutists, and we had grown accustomed 
to seeing collective farmers marching 
towards headquarters driving before them 
one or more German parachutists they 
captured in the fields or woods. - ~ 
“One day we saw a girl coming toward 
headquarters with a German parachutist 
who was disguised as a Russian peasant. 
“The girl was returning from a neighbor- 
ing village, she told us, where she had lec- 


.tured to collective farmers on current: 


events. On the road she met the disguised 
parachutist who spoke Russian quite well. 
He posed as a Soviet citizen, but she guessed 
who he was. He refused to enter the village 
and asked her to bring him food. Instead of 
going for food the girl hurried to the nearest 
patrol post on the village outskirts, but the 
men were engaged in battle against a para- 
chute detachment which was trying to cap- 
ture the village. The Red Army unit sta- 
tioned in the village had killed a number of 
Germans and taken the rest prisoner. They 
had left behind a wounded Red Army man. 
The girl appealed to him for help. 


WITH A PISTOL 


“The man could not walk but he gave her 
his pistol and she ran back to the para- 
chutist. 

“The man turned pale and raised his 
hands when he saw the weapon. The girl 
brought him to headquarters. We were so 
busy at the time that in the commotion we 
did not even have time to ask the girl her 
name. When we looked around she had 
already gone. 

“We asked the collective farmers about 
her and they told us she was a teacher, 
named Zinaida. 

“This is all they knew. 

“Perhaps I would have forgotten all about 
her long ago except for an incident that 
happened recently. Following on the heels 
of the retreating Germans, we recaptured 
another village and I met my old friend 
again standing near a ruined schoolhouse. 

J will soon begin my schoolwork 
again,’ she announced smiling. 

“But where did you come from?’ I asked 
her. 

From a partisan detachment,’ she 
answered.” 

As soon as the Germans captured the vil- 
lage where she lived, Zinaida gathered a 
group of young people, mostly Young Com- 
munists, and formed a partisan detachment. 
In the very first days of engagement, they 
intercepted a group of German motor- 
cyclists on the highway, killed them and 
brought some eleven automatic rifles and 
twenty hand grenades back. 

Imperceptibly penetrating the village the 
partisans noiselessly removed the sentries 
and showered the premises where the Ger- 
mans were quartered with hand grenades 
and combustible bottles, killing fifty Ger- 
mans. 

Again the little teacher claimed a war 
prisoner but this time he was no ordinary 
soldier but a commander of a detachment 
who was spending the night in the home of

“I had to leave for we were marching 
again.
